the warranty. This warranty is not assignable and applies 
only to the original purchaser on record with Julien's. 
This warranty does not transfer to any subsequent 
owners of any purchased property (this includes without 
limitation, heirs, successors, beneficiaries or assigns). 

Should a sale be rescinded and the purchase 
price paid (final successful bid price, plus the buyer's 
premium), it is specifically understood that this will be 
considered the sole remedy. It is exclusive and in lieu 
of any other remedy available as a matter of law, or in 
equity. 

Exclusions will be made and this warranty does not 
apply to "Attribution" which on the date of sale was in
